Evans Hughes is to be the next 
Chief Justice of the United States. 

He will succeed William How- 
ard Taft, who, broken in health, 
has been forced to resign. 

All Washington was surprised 
last night to learn of the appoint- 
ment of Hughes. His nomination 
was sent to the Senate by President 
Hoover just as dusk was falling. 
A few hours previously Mr. Taft's 
resignation had been announced 
and the interim had been filled 
with speculation as to his succes- 
sor. 

But the President was busy with 
the long distance telephone. He 
reached Mr. Hughes in New York, 
offered him the appointment and 
obtained an immediate acceptance. 
With a smile, the appointee later 
told newspapermen that he would 
accept the post as the greatest op- 
portunity for service that ever had 
come his way. 

No Opposition to Hughes. 

The Hughes nomination was re- 
ferred by the Senate to its Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, which is 
expected to take it up at its first 
meeting, probably early next week. 
Chairman Norris says no opposi- 
tion to confirmation is in prospect. 

Hughes its expected to take office 
as soon as his nomination is con- 
firmed and he has had an oppor- 
tunity to sever his connections with 
the Court of International Justice. 

The Supreme Court now is in re- 
cess. It will reconvene Feb. 24.

The announcement at the White 
House that President Hoover had 
conferred with Hughes during the 
last two weeks concerning his tak- 
ing over the post in the event of 
Taft's retirement was regarded as 
confirming to some extent reports 
that the Chief Executive was trans- 
acting much important business 
away from his office. Reports to 
this effect have been current here 
for a month or 80. 

Few Knew of Conversations. 

Few of those connected with the 
White House knew of the conVersa- 
tions with Hughes. Except at the 
White House, in Supreme Court 
circles and among members of the 
Taft family, it apparently was un- 
known that Taft contemplated re- 
tiring. It was said that as soon as 


Hoover knew of this probability he 


called Hughes into conference, but 
not at his office. The two talke4 
the matter over at the breakfust 
table. 

Further, it was said at the White 
House today, the only people in 
Washington who knew that Hughes

His international prominence 
brought him appointment to the 
Arbitration Court of the Hague, 
by President Coolidge in 1926, and 
two years later election by the 
council and assembly of the League 
of Nations to an associate justice- 
ship on the Permanent Court of 
International Justice. In addition, 
he served as chairman of the 
American delegation to the sixth 
Pan-American conference in Ha- 
vana in 1928. 

Otherwise, the last few years 
have been spent in private legal 
practice, which has brough: him 
many times before the bar of the 
Supreme Court, where he several 
times found his legal talents pit- 
ted against those of another de- 
feated candidate for the Presiden- 
cy, John W. Davis, the Democratic 
nominee in 1924.

The Senate agreed to throw open 
the entire tariff bill tomorrow to 
individual amendments, and to con- 
sider them in the order the rate 
schedules appear in the measure.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—High 
tariff protection for the American 
coal tar dye stuff and chemical in- 
dustry was defended today by Sen- 
ator Hawes (Dem.), Missouri, in 
the Senate. Hawes advocated the 
retention of the American -valua- 
tion scheme for coal tar products 
imports, the repeal of which has 
been asked by Senator La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin and other Pro- 
-gressive Republicans. 

Hawes insisted that the German 
Dye & Chemical Cartel, an asso- 
ciation of European manufactur- 
ers, was able to fix prices abroad 
and that if the foreign valuation 
standard were used, the American 
consumer would be at the mercy 
of a European trust. 

Commenting on the proposal to 
repeal the -American valuation 
clauses in the pending tariff Dill, 
Hawes said, “It is now proposed to 
destroy this American industry, 
which has been built up by Amer- 
ican capital and American ingen- 
uity, by legislation which will de- 
stroy the protection it enjoys, 
thereby giving control of the Amer- 
ican market to a monopoly which 
boldly and frankly asserts itself on 
the other side of the Atlantic, a 
monopoly which in its methods of 
operation is in violation of the 
American anti-trust laws and 
_—— could not exist in this coun- 
try.” 

Links Defense and Dyes. 

Hawes declared that there was 
an intimate relationship between 
the coal tar chemical industry and 
national defense. He pointed out 
that both the personnel and equip- 
ment of the industry could be read- 
ily utilized for a vast variety of es- 
sentials in times ef emergency. He 
said that these included high ex- 
plosives and medicines necessary 
for the armed forces as well as the 
civilian population. 

To support his position, Hawes 
read a letter he had received from 
E. M. Queeny, president of the 
Monsanto Chemical Works of St. 
Louis. This letter, strangely 
enough, showed that the Monsan- 
te Company had increased its prof- 
its from $52,525 in 1922 to $1,066.- 
112 In 1928. Queeny said that there 
had been a corresponding increase 
in the capitalization of his compa- 
ny during that time. 

“The year 1922,” wrote Queeny, 
“was one of extreme depression in

day in the death of Edgar R. Rom- 
bauer, lawyer and former Repub- 
lican leader, who shot himself yes- 
terday at his home, 6142 Waterman 
avenue. He was 62 years old and 
had suffered a nervous breakdown 
recently. 

Witnesses at the inquest were his 
brother-in-law, Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff, and a housemaid 
who found the body. Dr. Starkloff 
testified Rombauer for several 
years had labored under a hal- 
lucination that he was a failure 
in lite. Dr. Starkloff added that 
Rombauer was in ill health and 
had said a number of times: “I 
don't see why don't, commit sui- 
eide.“ 

Rombauer's body was found in 
his bedroom at 10 a m. by a 
housemaid who investigated after a 
neighbor telephoned that he could 
be seen slumped in a chair, from 
a window. The maid recalled that 
she had hear a sound, like an au- 
tomobile backfiring, about 30 min- 
utes before. 

The lawyer had killed himself 
with a double-barreled shotgun, 
placing the muzzle in his mouth, 
and pulling the trigger with a 
string he had tied to his foot. 


Just Back From south. 


Rombauer suffered a nervous 
breakdown about five years ago 
and recovered. Three months ago 
he became ili again and, in De- 
cember, Mrs. Rombauer accompa- 
nied him on a trip to South Caro- 
lina. They returned a few days 
ago and Rombauer, although very 
nervous, seemed to be much im- 
proved. When Mrs. Rombauer left 
for a shopping trip at 9 o’clock he 
told her he planned to go to his 
of-ice shortly. 

Besides his widow, Mrs. Irma 
Starkloff Rombauer, he is survived 
by a daughter, Mis: Marian J. 
Rombauer, a teacher at John Bur- 
roughs School, and Edgar R. Rom- 
bauer Jr. of Daytona Beach, Fia. 
The funeral was held this after- 
noon from the Church of the 
Unity, 5015 Waterman avenue. 

Rombauer was a graduate of 
Central High Schoo! and Washing- 
ton University law school. He 
was private secretary to Justice 
Harlan of the Supreme Court of 
the United States from 1890 to 
1893: Speaker of the old St. Louis 
House of Delegates from 1909 to 
“th a reviser of the city code in 
1912, and a member of the board 
of curators of ‘Lincoln (Negro) 
University at Jefferson City.

I. C. c. Member Proposes’ 19 
Trunk Line Systems—To 
Drop Hearings. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. — The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
moved yesterday to clear the way 
for consolidation of railroads, in 


conformity with its plan issued in 
December, by recommending to 
four carriera that their programs 
fijed prior to publication of the of- 
ficial plan be withdrawn. 

Writing to the Baltimore & Ohio, 
the Chesapeake & Ohio, the Wa- 
bash and the Delaware & Hudson, 
C. D. Mahaffie, finance director of 
the commission, said that, in his 
opinion, hearings on the railroads 
plans “would be useless.” 

Prior to issuance of the commis- 
sion’s plan, which would set up 19 
trunk line systems in the country, 
in addition to two systems of roads 
owned by Canadian interests, each 
of the four carriers to which the 
letter was addressed had present- 
ed its own unification proposal. All 
were in sharp contrast to the pian 
finally handed down by the com- 
mission. 

The Baltimore & Ohio asked for 
control of 10 other railroads, the 
Wabash for control of nine, the 
Chesapeake & Ohio 11, and the 
Delaware and Hudson 16. Each 
sought roads not allocated to it in 
the commission’s plan. The Dela- 
ware wanted to unite Eastern and 
New England roads. It was as- 
signed by the commission, how- 
ever, to a strictly New England 
system, headed by the New Haven 
road. 

Mahaffie said these applications, 
in view of their lack of accord 
with the commission's plan, should 
either be withdrawn or dismissed 
by the commission. No recom- 
mendations for dismissal would be 
made by him, however, until the

Japanese Royal Prince 
_ Weds With Ritual Older 


Than Recorded History 


Emperors Brother and Princess in Ancient 
Ceremonial Robes, Worship Sun Goddess 
and Drink Sacred Cups of Sake. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Feb. 4.—To the spirit 
of the sun goddess Amaterasu, le- 
gendary ancestress of the 124 Em- 
perors of Japan, to the “80 my- 
riad’’ of the gods of Shinto and to 
all the ancestors of the Imperial 
House, the marriage was an- 
nounced this morning of Prince 
Takamatsu, younger brother of 
Emperor Hirohito, and Princess 
Kikuko Tokugawa, granddaughter 
of the last of the shoguns. 

According to a ritual handed 
down for countless years, the prin- 
cipal wedding ceremony was per- 
formed in the Imperial Palace be- 
fore the Kashikodokoro, “the place 
of awe,” the sanctuary in which 
is enshrined the sacred mirror. 
symbol of the sun goddess. Only 
Princes and Princesses of the 
blood, representatives of the Em- 
peror and Empress, relatives of the 
bride and court ritualists looked 
on. Bowing before the sanctuary, 
the Prince and his bride drank the 
sacred cups of sake, rice wine, in 


service. Then followed the drink- 
ing of the blessed rice wine and 


the Prinee reported to his august 


ancestress his marriage. 

Similar rites were held before 
the two other sanctuaries of the 
Imperial Palace, the Koreiden, 
where all the ancestors of the Im- 
perial line were apprised of their 
descendant’s marriage, and the 
Shinden, where like report was 
made to the 80 myriad” divinities 
of the Shinto Pantheon. 

Weddings of members of Ja- 
pan’s Imperial line are unlike any 
other royal weddings in the world. 
Princes of Nippon never take a 
Princess of another race as wife. 
Their marriages invoke the sanc- 
tion of no religious sect save that 
of which the Emperors are them- 
selves the central figure, Shinto, 
the ancient ancestor... and Mikado 
worship. Thus a princely mar- 
riage is an intensely family affair.

WAS rather surprised and shocked 
1 last night to read the article in Lib - 
erty Magazine by John W. Snook, for- 
mer Warden of the Federal Penitentiary 
at Atlanta, Ga. If the article ig true and 
is not. stretched, it is one of the most 
amaging documents I have read for @ 
long time and it plainly shows the lack 
of consideration being given by the Gov- 
ernment in certain departments to this 
particular subject. 

The mixing of prisoners, particularly 
the “hill billy’ spoken of and others, 
each having committed certain wrongs, 
mixed up with the lower type criminals 
and particularly the dope addicts and 
peddlers, ts a condition that would shock 
the finer sehsibilities of any citizen. 

I have been told that dope addicis in 
this country amount to 1 per cent of 
our population. I don’t know whether 
that is true or not. If it is, it seems 
to me that the reform element, particu- 
larly those who are ordained to preach 
religion, should certainly dig into this 
subject. The fearful sums of taxpayers’ 
money that are being spent to enforce 
prohibition on the one hand and making 
this subject almost the first order of 
business on the other hand overshadows 
almost everything else and allows a de- 
plorable condition to exist. 

If there is a relationship between the 
user of intoxicating liquors and the user 
of drugs, as far as society is coneerned, 
then our good brethren must feel that 
the drug addict is nothing to worry 
about, while the user of intoxicants is 
something to worry about. If the per- 
centage of drug addicts in other prisons 
is the same as Atlanta and you put yio- 
lators of the laws with drug addicts, 
isn’t it almost the same as the “one 
rotten potato in the barrel“ and shouldn't 
the country be thoroughly aroused over

MR, TAFT Ann iR. HUGHES, | 
Mr. Taft's retirement from the chief justiceship of 
the United States Supreme Court closes a public ca- 
reer that is unique in the history of the country. He 
has been both President and Chief Justice, the two 
most distinctive and powerful positions in the repub- 
lic. He has graced both high places, and he has re- 
tired trom them with the affection and respect of the. 
American people, The historian will hardly ascribe 
to him the quality of greatness; but that he was able 
and sincere, that he was profoundly devoted to his 
country, and that he worked industriously for her 
welfare, is the judgment of his time. 

Mr. Taft served only one term in the White House, 
and the rebuke he suffered at the hands of the people 
in the election of 1912 wag enough to have soured a 
saint. That he emerged from it with entire good 
humor and went back into the Government seryice 
during the war without the slightest reluctance as co- 
chairman of the Arbitration Board explains the pop- 
ular esteem in which he was held despite his weak- 
ness as President and some of his perplexing deci- 
sions ag Chief Justice, There was almost no honor 
within the gift of the country that he did not enjoy, 
none to which he did not bring a serenity and a 
judicial discrimination that made him as happy as 
he was useful. That he was no mean prophet is 
proved by his remarkable forecast of what would 
happen under national prohibition. It was worthy of 
Jeremiah. 

Mr. Hughes, who succeeds Mr. Taft, is searcely less 
remarkable for the variety of his public service, He 
has been Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, 
Governor of New York, Secretary of State and Re- 
publican candidate for President of the United States, 
He was spokesman for his country at the Washing- 
ton Disarmament Conference of 1921, as well as the 
Pan-American Conference, held at Havana in 1928, 
He has been a member of the Court of Arbitration at 
The Hague, and in 1928 he was elected a Justice of 
the World Court by the Assembly of the League of 
Nations. From the viewpoint of ripeness and experi- 
ence in public life the appointment could not be sur- 
passed. g 

It is in relation to the almost static division of the 
court upon grave public questions that the appoint- 
ment will chiefly interest the country. It will be in- 
terested to know if Mr. Hughes sympathizes with 
such views as those expressed in the O’Fallon Rail- 
way and the wire-tapping cases, or if his influence is 
to support the consistent dissent of Justices Holmes; 
Brandeis and Stone, and sometimes Justice Butler. 
The latest utterance of the gourt on the subject of 
valuation, that in the Baltimore Street Railway case, 
has filled the country with profound misgivings as to 
the tenableness of such a position, It is naturally 
wondered if Mr. Hoover, whose mission will certain- 
ly be to reorganize the court, feels that the future is 
safe for such economic extrayaganza as that enunci- 
ated in the O’Fallon and Baltimore eases, and such 
constitutional heresy as that enunciated in the wire- 
tapping and automobile search cases. 

Mr. Hoover Has a very great opportunity in this 
matter, one which it was clearly foreseen in the last 
national campaign that the next President would 
have. Six of the nine members of the court either 
have passed the age of constitutional retirement or 
very soon will pass it. The importance to the coun- 
try of those replacements may be said to constitute 
Mr. Hoover’s greatest responsibility. The Supreme 
Bench is in effect the final arbiter of most of our 
great public questions. Its decisions go further toward 
setting standards of American mores and manners 
than any other governmental agency. The complexion 
of the court, the character and attitude of the men 
who compose it, is thus of the gravest impartance. 
A distinguished lawyer once said: “The Supreme 
Court IS the Constitution.“ 
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5 “THE “KERB STEP.” 

The London Daily Express is using its 1,600,000 
subscribers as a nucleus to start all England doing 
the “kerb step.” This is not a new dance variation, 
but a safety movement for crossing streets. It consists 
of the following ezereises at the curb. or “kerb,” as 
the British quaintly spell it: 

Bring both feet to rest on the ker’. 
Look right. 


Look left, 
Step off if all is clear. 


Britishers, appalled at the average of 17 fatalities 
daily among pedestrians, are taking quickly to the 
“kerb step.” Schools and nursemaids are teaching it, 
police are urging it and actresses are being photo- 
graphed in the four positions. This is the methodical 
British way of applying such American slogans as 
“Safety first“ and Stop, look and listen.” After prac- 
ticing it a few times the individual finds himself with 
a definite psychological barrier against. darting heed- 
lessly across the street. 

The idea is not copyrighted, and is just as applica- 
ble in the United States as in England. Many traffie 
accidents here are caused by crossing the street with- 
out stopping to look for possible danger. The “kerb 
step“ would help reduce casualties.

HARVARD’S SCRUBWOMEN. 

Arthur L. Endicott, Harvard comptroller, now has 
issued a statement in response to widespread protests 
over the discharge of 20 scrubwomen by the univer- 
sity. According to a letter by President Lowell, the 
women lost their jobs because the State Minimum 
Wage Commission objected to their receiving only 35 
cents an hour, 37 cents being the approved minimum. 
The comptroller’s statement gives a rather different 
background. Since 1921, he says, the university has 
been reorganizing its caretaking staff, and had 
planned to replace these women with men. The wom- 
en received notice in October, and it was intended te 
give them other work. Before plans could be com- 
pleted, however, the Wage Commission gave an ulti- 
matum on the rate of pay, and it was necessary to 
fire the women immediately. Anyhow, states the 
comptroller, he believes all had other work for part 
of the day, and did not live entirely on their income 
from scrubbing. Harvard has sines employed all but 
two at other work, he says, 

This puts only a slightly better face on matters 
than President Lowell's bald statement, and does not 
erase the fact that the women were shamefully un- 
derpaid and received niggardly treatment. For jn- 
stance, scrubwomen at the Massachusetts State House 
get 50 cents an hour, If Harvard was so deeply con- 
cerned in its scrubwomen's welfare it might have in- 
creased their pay 2 cents an hour until other work 
could be provided—a total outlay of $12 a week—as 
an alternative to firing them, but no one in author- 
ity seems to have thought ot that way out. Even if

It Special Commissioner Major's opinion in the 
Kansas City case ig affirmed by the Supreme Court 
an important measure of home rule will he restored 
to the State's “metropolitan cities“ in the matter of 
police department finances. 

By “metropolitan cities” are meant cities whose 
police departments are administered by Police Com- 
missioners appointed by the Governor. ‘There are 
three such cities—St. Louis, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph. | 

The Kansas City case ig this: The City Council 
cut the budget submitted by the Board of Police 
Commissioners by $390,000. The board refused to 
accept the reduction. The Council stood pat. To re- 
solye this impasse the Supreme Court appointed Mr, 
Major a special eommissioner. Having heard the evi- 
dence Mr. Major has ruled that the City Council of 
Kansas City is within its rights in sealing down the 
Police Board’s requisition. 

The opinion is severe, The Police Commissioners, 
it says, “have made demands which the governing 
law creating them did not contemplate.” It remarks 
further that the commissioners “have repeatedly tes- 
tified that, if awarded by this writ (the mandamus 
action sought of the Supreme Court) the amount 
asked, they did not, in many instances, intend to de- 
yote it to the purpose set out in their budget esti- 
mate. * To allow relators to coerce the city 
to appropriate the amounts asked fer by a demand, 
illegal as asked, would permit relators to divert pub- 
lie funds so illegally secured to other illegal pur- 
poses, and furnish a legal anomaly for which no con- 
siderations of right or justice or due regard for the 
constitutional mandates of this State protecting pub- 
lic funds can countenance.” ä 

Commissioner Major's ruling squares with common 
sense, Whether it squares with the law must be de 
termined by the Supreme Court. The law—Artiele 
22, Seetion 8961, Revised Statutes of 1919, reads: 


It shall be the duty of said boards, within 80 
days after this article shall take effect, and an- 
nually thenceforward on the 3lst day of March 
of each year to prepare, in writing, an estimate 
of the sum of money which will be necessary for 
each current fiseal year, to enable them to dis- 
charge the duties herein imposed upon them, 
and to meet the expenses of the Police Depart- 
ment, and they shall forthwith certify the same 
to the board of common council or municipal as- 
sembly, as the case may be, of said cities WHO 
ARE HEREBY RBQUIRED TO SET APART 
AND APPROPRIATE THE AMOUNT 80 CER- 
TIFIED, payable out of the revenues of cities, 
after having first deducted the amount necessary 
to pay the interest on th indebtedness of said 
cities, the amount necessary for the city hospital 
and health department, the amount necessary for 
lighting the city and any sum required by law to 
be placed to the credit of the sinking funds of 
said cities. 


On its face it does seem as if the statute intended 
to vest in the governing bodies of the cities a certain 
degree of discretion in passing upon the Police Board 
budgets. In actual practice, however, the cities have 
been helpless. It would be unfair to imply that the 
police boards have, as a rule, been arbitrary and un- 
reasonable. Yet in St. Louis they have at times made 
demands which the city administration thought exces- 
sive and against which protest has been made. Such 
protest has been futile. ‘ 

Commissioner Major’s decision seems to us impor- 
tant. Whether affirmed or reversed, it has brought 
this question into the era of practical controversy. It 
has vitalized the home rule issue.

She was not one of that unhappy procession of women 
espoused by the King, being but 10 years old when 
he died in 1547, When his successor, Edward VI, 
died, in 1553, Lady Jane was proclaimed Queen of En- 
gland at the instance of. conspirators, who deserted 
her mine days later in favor of Henry’s daughter, 


Mary. Lady Jane married Lord Guilford Dudley, no 


doubt known to Mayor Miller as his Uncle Dudley, 
Both were executed in 1554, following Wyatt's re- 
bellion.

Among the deserters were numbered Cap- 
per, Goff, Keyes and Metcalf, all of whom 
come up fer re-election this year. Appar- 
ently these brethren think high sugar prices 
unlikely te endear them to the folks back 
home, Apparently they are right. The 
long debate on the sugar tariff, in the 
press as well as in Congress, enlivened by 
the lobby investigation, has contributed a 
goed deal to public education on this issue. 
It never does te be too hopeful, how- 
ever, When it ig observed that the lead- 
ing farm organizations of the country have 
been supporting a higher sugar tariff, it 
would seem that the economie education of 
the sturdy agriculturist has not been en- 
tirely completed. The boost propesed by 
the Finance Committee would raise the 
nation’s sugar bill by something between 
$50,000,000 and $76,000.000. Call it only 
$50,000,000, Of this amount conceivably 
as much as $7,000,000 might be added to 
the earnings of the small number of farm- 
ers who grow beets and cane, to a large 
extent on land that might be devoted more 
productively to other purposes. Against this 
hypothetical $7,000,000 all the farmers of 
the country would pay perhaps $11,000,000 
more for the sugar they use. And this is 
the way to bring back prosperity to the 
American farmer by raising the tariff on 
farm products! :

The Minneapolis Tribune has had the 
genius to generalize the argument, It has 
occurred to the Tribune that industry 
should not werry about foreign markets 
“when the world’s greatest market lies right 
at its doors.” Therefore, the thing to do 
is to increase the buying power of the 
American farmer, Hig present ineome is 
approximately $12,000,000.000, but “were 
agriculture enjoying the same proportion of 
income that the rest of the United States 
is enjoying, it would be $18,000,000 060.” 
The Tribune then sagely adds that „par- 
ity for agriculture means just that: an 
added annual income of $6,000,600,000." So 
all we need do is enact legislation creating 
parity for agriculture by raising a few 
tariff achedules and, behold, there win be 


$6,600,000,006 more for industry and agri- | 


culture to divide between them, mostly for 
industry beeausa en ure will, of course, 
rush off and spen 

in the shops of the nearest towns. The 
Tribune, grandly enough, is not concerned 
with the question of whe will contribute 
that $6,000,000,000; Whether, for instance, 
a large part of it will not come out. of 
the workers in industry and, therefore, 
ee their buying power in other direc- 

ons. 


For naivete and eeanemie innocence this 


proposal surpasses anything that we have 


ever read, A great trouble with the Amer- 


joan farmer is that he is “everp ucing”; 
that he has a “surplus” gee he 


every cent that it earns 


can sell to his fellow-Americans. Not- 
withstanding, the theory runs that if the 
tariff is pyt up, the rest of America will 
be cut oft from buying an occasional egg 
from China or a few bushelg of corn from 
the Argentine, and in some mysterious way 
everything the farmer sells must be paid 
for at a higher rate fixed by the tariffs 
on foodstuffs. 

But industry, too, produces a great “sur- 
plus” which it can dispose of only by sell- 
ing abroad—not for cash, because that 
never happens, but on exchange for goods 
from other countries. The instant our 
tariff goes up and makes it harder for the 
foreigner to export goods to America, he 
will be able to buy fewer American goods 
in exchange, Therefore, the proposal of 
the Tribune, if its theory were correct. 
would be aiming a double-barreled shotgun 
at our industry, which would have to pay 
higher prices for food and would at the 
same time have reduced markets abroad. 

— * — 


Now that is bad enough, but the truth 
is that you cannot raise prices by putting 
tariffs on foodstuffs without economically 
injuring everybody, including the farmer, 
except in those rare cases where the farm- 
er raises everything he eats. More than 
that, it is not foreign competition which in 
any degree keeps down the prices that 
our farmers get for their products, but 
faulty and costly marketing methods, do- 
mestic competition, and the inability of the 
farmer to organize for the control of do- 
mestic markets, | 

But. after all, the Tribune’s greatest er- 
ror is thet it has put the cart before the 
herse. What the farmer needs is not that 
elusive and impossible thing, parity in tariff 
obstruction, but a reduction of the exist- 
ing duties. When he gets up in the morn- 
ing he gets out of cotton sheets and 
woolen blankets upon which there is a high 
tariff, and puts on woolen underwear and 
a woolen suit the tariff on which, if im- 
perted, will be 44 cents a pound. The hat 
which his wife wears is protected by 
a duty of 25 cents, her hose by one of 60 
per cent. She drinks coffee for breakfast 
out of an aluminum pot taxed five cents a 
pound in order that Mr. Mellon, the owner 
of the aluminum trust, may still further in- 
erease his enormoug fortune: her coffee, 
crockery, tablecloths, glasses and cutlery 
are all highly protected. and so is prac- 
tically every single jtem that gees into the 


construction of a house, harn or silo.

MR. BORAH’S CAPACITY. 
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It might be assumed that such a 
work, however important to the lit- 


erary specialist, must make dull 


reading for those who are little 
concerned with social and literary 
history. But the.fact of the matter 
is that the book is a continuous 
entertainment.

The customs, manners and tastes 
of past generations are certain to 
be amusing, and that for a very 
good reason. From the vantage 
point of a timeless mind, human 
nature, as it functions with its pre- 
judices, its chronic blindness ani 
its whimsies, would doubtless seem 
extremely funny in any generation. 
But each generation lives within 
and by virtue of its own particular 
persuasion, which it can judge ob- 
jectively with no greater success 
than that which is possible to 2 
man who attempts to lift himself 
by his boot straps. So it happens 
that we can chuckle over social 
moods no longer dominant, and 
with the greater satisfaction in that 
we can not realize how soon we too 
shall be seen as funny. 

Dr. Mott. unlike our hilarious 
and self-congratulating critics of

Beach Mfg. Co. Has Lost 
$404,392. 


A suit for a. receiver for the 
Bridge & Beach Manufacturing 
Co., 4204 North Union boulevard, 
was filed in Circuit Court yester- 
day by John F. Hawken, who owns 
30 shares of the stock, with a par 
value of $3000. He charges that 
‘in the past four years the company 
has been operated at a. loss of 
$404,392, and that it had a deficit 
of $160,053 Oct. 31 last. 

For years the Bridge & Beach 
Co., which manufactures stoves and 
furnaces, was in the downtown dis- 
trict, but in 1919 it moved to its 
present site in the center of a 
newly created factory district, 
where it erected a costly plant. The 
company is capitalized at $1,000,- 


928,563, according to the petition. 
However, in regard to the assets 
the petitioner asserts that certain 
property owned by the company 
has been given an inflated value. 

Hawken alleges that since 1924 
the officers have permitted the 
plant to remain idle 528 days, al- 
though it cost $1500 a day. He 
estimates the loss due to idle days 
at $762,000. He further alleges

NICE, France, Feb. 4.—Though 
the Riviera is usually bored by 
stories about gamblers and gaming 
stories, Marcel Kahn, a 35-year-old 
Greek, has stirred its 3 

Practically a newcomer, Kahn is 
now known as one of the greatest 
baecarat dealers of continental 
gambling history. He is dark and 
slim, with a face like a hawk, and 
has the fingers of a woman. He is 
an inscrutible person to the groups 
of society people who tried to eat 
into his stock of 1000-franc notes. 

Because he is the heaviest gam- 
bler the Riviera has known since 
the war the casinos tolerate his ec- 
centricities. Evening dress is com- 
pulsory in the baccarat rooms but 
Kahn nightly appears in a biue 
suit and yellow shoes, wearing a 
bright red tie. 

When he buys the bank he buys 
it “open” with the sky the limit, 
usually putting $100,000 in front 
of h to start proceedings. He 
has never been known to utter a 
word from the time he enters the 
casino until he leaves in the morn- 
ing. Winning $195,000 as he did 
the other night, or losing $90,000 
as he did a few days before, his 
@xpression never changes. 

Those who have watched his 
play continuously estimate that he 
is about $500,000 ahead. 

Just who Kahn is no one seems 
to know. He arrived unheralded, 
bought an open bank, and has 
been running it ever since. Reports 
have it that he is the head of a 
newly-formed syndicate which 
eventually aims to put the famous 
Cannes-Deauville group out of 
business. A few think Kahn is do- 
ing something never before at- 
tempted and running the bank 
tone. Baccarat is like the Amer- 
ican game of 21.“

URING the last few seasons 
there has been a tremendous 
evolution in the mode concern- 
ing hats.

It Isn't the Cold 
IKE that old bromide, “it isn’t 
L the heat, it's the humidity,” so 
we can say, “It isn’t the cold, 
it’s the complication, that’s dan- 
gerous,”’ 

Not that c6lds in themselves are 
not serious enough to be worthy of 
medical attention. They are, but 
even more dangerous are the com- 
plications that may follew in the 
wake of the common cold. 

A common cold in the head is 
an infection which is caused by 
some germ or virus still unknown. 
When the infection begins the 
mucous membrane lining the nose 
becomes swollen and congested. _ 

The mucous membrane also ex- 
tends into a series of pockets or 
cavities in the bones of the face, 
which are known as sinuses. The 
openings into these sinuses are no 
larger than the lead in a pencil 
and may readily become blocked 
by the swelling of the mucous 
membrane. 

If this blocking continues the 
sinus may become filled with 
mucous and ‘pus, resulting in the 
painful condition called sinusitis. 

Because the common cold lowers 
body vitality it lays the sufferer 
open to sinus infection, bronchitis, 
pneumonia, rheumatic fever, in- 
flammatory involvements of the 
linings and the musculature of the 
heart, inflammation of the kidneys 
and inflammation of the sinuses or 
air spaces in the head. 

It is because of these potential 
complications that it is strongly 
urged upon the sufferer that he 
take all possible precautions 
against aggravating this condition 
through negligence or indifference. 

It is to hasten recovery and to 
escape the danger of complication 
that the common cold sufferer is 
urged to go to bed and to call for 
competent medical care.
